fi^tate's Attorney IiOnK«it«ek«r Talk- 
Ingr to the Croaln Jury—Dan 
Conchllii^s Kniveei Fonnd. 


CBXOAGO, Nov. 30.—Yesterday the 
state sprung a sensation in the Cronin 
murder trial that had oome into its pos- 
session in the moining, by,showing 
Officer Flynn that when Dan Coughlin 
was arrested two knives were found on 
the suspect, and that the knives be- 
longed to Dr. Cronin. 
To identify the 
knives Mr. T. T. Conklin took the stand 
and swore that they were identical in 
every detail with two knives carried 
the witeess for two years, and given by 
him to the doctor shortly before the 
murder. This closed the evidence in 
the case and Judge Longenecker, the 
state's attorney, began the opening ad- 
diess to the jury, which he did not fin- 
ish during the afternoon, and resumed 
again this morning. 


In his address to-day he took up the 
incidente of the meeting of Clan-na-Gael 
camps at the reunion February^22 and 
reviewed the remarks made at that 
meeting by Pat McGterry to show that 
the members of the Clan were at that 
time discussing in bitter terms of crim- 
inations and recriminations, the very 
facte which Mr. Beggs pretended to 
deny.

REED WIELDS THE GAVEL. 


The Maine Man Beats the Field In the 
Speakership Race and Cap- 
tures the Prise. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The speaker- 
ship fight waxed warm last night. The 
headquarters of the different candidates 
were kept open until a iate hour and 
skirrtlishers were about the hotels hunt- 
ing for newly arriv^ members. Sev- 
eral efforte were made to organize the 
opposition to Reed and concentrate it 
on one of the westem candidates, but 
the persistency with which McEinley, 
Cannon, Burrows and Henderson held 
out seemed to indicate that any one of 
them hoped for better resulte after the 
first ballot to-day. The theory gener 
ally accepted was that at least two of 
the candidates were in the field for im- 
portant committee chairmanships,which 
Mr. Reed would offer t^em in consider- 
ation of the event of his election. 


The stillness that marked the open- 
ing of the morning was in strong con- 
trast with the bustle and hurrah of last 
night. The managers of the campaign 
were on hand early, but the supporters 
turned their steps toward the capitol 
rather than the hotels. 


The floor of the house of representa- 
tives was cleared just before noon in 
preparation for the republican caucus, 
and a few moments after noon the body 
was called to order by Mr, Comas, of 
Maryland. 


At 12:30, General Henderson, of Illi- 
nois, having been chosen chairman, a 
call of the roll was begun to determine 
how many were present. 
The call of 
the roll showed that 165 out of 169 re- 
publican representatives were present. 
Of the absentees it was understood that 
three are pledged to Reed and one to 
McKinley. Atl2:43p. m. unanimons 
consent was asked and granted to have 
an open ballot. 


The first ballot resulted as follows: 
Reed, 78; McKinley, 39; Cannon, 22; 
Burrows, 10; Henderson, 16. 


At 1:15 p. m. Delegate Herman, of 
Oregon, one of the absent Reed men, 
put in an appearance. On the second 
ballot votes were changed until Mr. Reed 
had received 84. Mr. Reed was de- 
clared to be the caucus nominee for 
speaker of the house. 


The vote in detail on the second bal- 
lot was as follows: Reed, 84; McKinley, 
27; Cannon, 19; Henderson, 16; Bur- 
rows, 10. 
Total, 166. The roll was 
then called for the nomination of clerk 
of the house. The first ballot for clerk 
of the house resulted as follows: Ed- 
ward McPherson, 116; Carson, 50. Mc- 
pherson was declared to be the nomi- 
nee. 


When the clerkship had been dis- 
posed of voting for sergeant-at-arms 
began. There were two candidates— 
Ex-Congressman A. J. Holmes, of Iowa, 
and Chas. Reed, of Minnesota. Holmes 
was elected on the first ballot, receiving 
142 votes, against 13 for Reed. The 
successful candidate represented the 
Ninth Iowa district in the last congress. 


Adams, of Maryland, was nominated 
door-keeper of the house, receiving 84 
against 80 votes for Wheat.

Besolved, That we request our con- 
gressman, Hon. C. A. O. McClellan, to 
use all honorable means to the end that 
Chicago may be selected as the place for 
the fair, and be it further 


Besoiced, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be sent to our representative in 
congress; also, that they be published in 
the Fort Wayne daily papers, and that 
a copy of them be sent to Itok L. Craw- 
ford, a member of the world's fair com- 
mittee of that city.

The alarm 
being given of wolf tracks or wolves be- 
ing seen in any direction within reach of 
the Lapps' camp, the swiftest runners 
on snow-shoes prepare for a most exciti 
ing chase. 
With the swiftness of the' 
wind this procession of short men, in fur 
or blue coats and sugarloaf-shaped hats, 
rush through the woods and dart like an 
arrow down steep hills and through 
thickets, or jump down ledges several 
yards in height. 
Every one is making

to the striker of the first blow does the 
VOlf belong, and to him appertains all 
or most of the honor.

Xapp is soon close npon his deadly foe,

to live during the winter. 
There is no 
fear that she should be stifled for want 
of air, for the warmth of her breath 
always keeps a small pae.sage open. 
Within this strange nursery she pro- 
duces her young and remains with them 
beneath "the snow till March, when she 
comes out into the open air Avith her 
baby bears. 
As the only use of the 
snow burrow is to shelter the young, 
the male bears do not hibernate like the 
females, but roam freely about during 
the winter months. 
Before retiring 
under the snow, the bear eats enor- 
mously, so that she becomes very fat, 
thus laying in an internal store of food, 
which enables her not only to support 
her own life, but to nourish her young 
during her long seclusion. 
By an ad- 
mirable i?rovision of nature the young 
polar bears are extremely small at birth 
and grow slowly so long as thdjf are in 
their crystal nursery, thus 
needing 
little food and space. 
When they 
emerge from their shelter the mother 
bear is extremely thin and very fierce.

A JDYINO 
CUSTOM.

It is sometimes amusing to look back 
into the realms of the past and call into 
the light of the present some of the old 
customs 
adopted by our ancestors. 
Quaint and novel many of them appear, 
and each year invests them with a 
deeper interest. 
Some of them have 
died forever, and their memories are 
occasidnally awakened by the student 
of history; others have generally given 
way to more advanced ideas and only 
exist in out of the way places. 
Per- 
haps the old way of conducting auctions 
or outcries, as the;^ were once termed, 
is as interesting as any. of the customs 
that have or are rapidly becoming ex- 
tinct. To sell by "inch of candle" was 
once as popular an expression as to sell 
by auction, yet one seldom hears such 
an announcement to-day. In past times 
it was customary to sell goods, let land 
and conduct transfer changes of all 
kinds of property by the candle. When 
the company were duly assembled, 
the 
auctioneer lighted a small piece of can- 
dle, generally an inch or less, and bids 
were received as long as the candle 
burned, the last bid before the flame 
expired securing the property offered 
for sale. 
Sometimes a red ring was 
placed around the candle, and the suc- 
cessful bid was the highest made be- 
fore the ring was reached by the flame. 
The 
custom 
appears to have been 
French, but was firmly established in 
Great Britain in the reign of Charles 
I. 
It is mentioned in the records of 
the House of Lords in 1641, and in 1684 
two elephants were advertised to be 
sold by "inch of candle," 
Toward the 
middle of the eighteenth century the 
practice generally died out in England. 


In France the custom in a modified 
sense still exists. When the bidding is 
opened a small candle is lighted; at 
each bid a new one is lighted, and if no 
new bid is given before it goes out, a 
second, and on that going out without a 
bid, a third candle is lighted. 
The last 
bidder at the time the third candle 
goes out 
is declared the 
purchaser. 
Much the same method is followed in 
Cochin-China and other places in the 
East. 
In Burmah, disputes are often 
settled by means of candles. 
Two can- 
dles, one for each litigant, of equal 
size and with wicks of equal thickness, 
are burned on an altar or in a temxDle, 
and the disputant whose candle ex- 
pires first is considered to have lost his 
cause. 
Until 1883 auction by "inch of 
candle" was held in Bremen, and the 
custom dates back for 500 years. In ex- 
treme parts of the west of England the 
inch of candle is still lighted when an 
auction is being carried on. 


ASTONISHED 
AT 
ICE. 


The natives of tropical countries are. 
seldom so much astonished as when they 
are first introduced to snow or ice. The 
congealing of water is a phenomenon 
they are slow to comprehend. 
A few 
months ago Sir William Macgregor t«i- 
ticed several New Guinea natives to the 
hitherto unsealed summit of Mt. Owen 
Stanley, the loftiest peak in British 
Australasia. 
On the barren summit, 
nearly a thousand feet above the zone 
of vegetation, big icicles were foimd, 
greatly to the amazement of the natives, 
who were much startled when they 
touched them and insisted that their 
fingers had been burned. 


A year ago when Mr.|Ehlers ascended 
Mt. Killma-Njaro, in Africa, his native 
porters, who had lived all their lives 
near the base of the great mountain, 
pulled off the boots with which they 
had been provided as they approached 
the snow line and plunged merrily into 
the snow with their bare feet. 
They 
lost no time in plunging out again, and 
lay writhing on the ground, 
insisting 
that their feet had been severely burned. 
Some of the Central African natives 
who have been introduced into Ger- 
many mistook last winter the first snow 
storm they saw for a flight of white but- 
terflies. 
Lieut. Von Francois- says the 
mistake was a very natural one. 
One 
day, when he was asccading a tributary 
on the Congo, he saw for the first time 
the air filled with a great swarm of 
white butterflies, and he says the spec- 
tacle resembled a general fall of snow. 


The seductive summer drink, so pop- 
ular in our latitude during the dog 
days, produces upon the untutored sav- 
age when first brought to his notice as 
unpleasant effect as an unexpected elec- 
tric shock. 
King Dinah, of West 
Africa, has been one of the recent sight- 
seers in Paris. 
An attemjit was made 
one day to explain to him the nature of 
ice by introducing him to an iced drink. 
The unusual sensation greatly startled 
His Majesty, and he dashed the cooling 
draught on the floor as soon as he had 
tasted it. 


It is said that our Alaskan Eskimos 
think the weather is uncommonly sultry 
when the temperature is at the freezing 
poiat, while the Central African shivers 
in great distress in a temperature 60 ® 
above zero.—New York 
Sun.

Not by any means the least important of 
the six great names which I have chosen 
as representative . stands that of Ernest 
Louis Barrios. 
Of a quiet, almost reticent 
n a t u r e — r e s e m - 
bling Paul Dubois 
in many respects— 
his face is less fa- 
miliar, and anec- 
d o t e s illustrating 
his personality far 
fewer than is the 
case with most of 
the preceding. 
He 
is not nearly 
so 
p^rolific an artist as 
Falguiere,and aoes 
little of the archi- 
tectural and decor- 
ative sculpture to 
which Delaplanche 
o f t e n 
turns his 
hand with unvary- 
ing success.

Barrios, 
as with 
BARBIOS. 


Dubois, all is methodical and carefully 
piajined. If his work seems less spontane- 
ous than that of many others, he has on 
the other hand no mistakes to look back

We all like to see a .great work done with 
apparent ease; there is ho evidence of 
power about it that is so gratifying to us 
small people. 


As applied to accessories this sketchy 
treatment is certaiuly one of the great 
charms of French sculpture, but it is a 
question whether its rise in the important 
portions of a work be really a gain. 
The 
fact that a lorm in bronze or marble sug- 
gests a palpa jle existence of centuries 
seems to imply and demand 
something 
worthy of such immortality, lathwr than 
the playful execution of a water color 
sketch. 
Not onlv should tbe subject- be 
worthy and truthfully i-endered, but it 
should be approached with lespect. 


This respect Barrios always shows, not 
only toward his art buc toward his very 
materials. 
The Salon that brought forth 
Mercie's "Quand Merne" made puolic Bar- 
rios' version of an almost identical theme, 
"The Defense of Paris." The disciples of 
Mercie had to admit that for once our fa- 
vorite was worsted in his own field; the 
noble and sculptural dl|rnity of the personi- 
fied Paris and the heroism of the wounded 
soldier far surpassed the wild charm of 
Mercie's defenders of Belfast. 
This mas- 
terpiece of bronze now stands at the Bond 
point of Courbevoie. and is visible from the 
Ar i de Triomnhe. 


M. Barrios' "Young Mozart" is acharmfng 
little i-tatue, which jittractedmuch attention 
at the Salon, and was

cism. 
The contrast of the Adam's sturdy 
strength, the rare -soft curves of the moth- 
er's lorm, and the thorough deadness of the 
youthful body, borne so tenderly; the fath- 
er's won'lering sorrow, the mother's un- 
controllable grief, so pathetically expressed 
—alt these things proved this to have been 
a real labor of love with the great mind 
that . had conceived 
it and ca ressingly 
wrought it from the gigantic block of spot- 
less stone. 


It is said that Barrios did the entire work 
of chiseling these figures, which are con- 
siderably above life size, and that he sp.'nt 
three years upon them.

egg beaten in a very little water. Rub 
it well into the scalp and let dry. 
Rinse in lukewarm water, to which has 
been added a few drops of ammonia. 
Ammonia is a goo 1 invigorator when 
only a little of it is used in water; but 
beware of using much, or it may in- 
flame the scalp and do more harm than 
good. 
A very little borax in water is 
also excellent for cleansing the head, 
but ought to be used as carefully as 
ammonia, as too much has a tendency 
to make the hair dry and brittle. Soap 
will make the hair coarse and split it 
at the ends, consequently it ought 
never 
be 
used 
in 
washing 
the 
hair. 
After 
the 
hair 
has 
been 
washed 
and 
rinsed, wipe 
it 
as 
dry as possible with a towel, then 
dry it thoroughly by the fire. Never 
on any consideration go out into the 
air when the hair is wet, as, the pores 
of the head being open, serious results 
may follow. Never go to bed while the 
hair is damp, but wait until it is per- 
fectly dry. 
Never use a sharp-toothed 
comb, for it is sure to scratch and irri- 
tate the scalp; and for this same rea- 
son metallic brushes are not to be rec- 
ommended. 


There is nothing that wül improve 
the hair like brushing. 
Use a stiff- 
bristled brush, and brush the hair vigr 
orously until the scalp glows. 
A vig- 
orous use of the brush night and morn- 
ing, but naore especially at night, will 
render the hair soft and silky and give 
it a beautiful gloss. 
It will also make 
the coarsest hair soft and the dryest 
hair moist. 
The hair should always 
be taken down at night, no matter how 
elaborately it haß been dressed, and 
given a thorough brushing, then parted 
behind and plaited into

All this prayer and supplication.

dant provocation, to cry out aaainst long 
prayers. 
But now suppose we look at the 
other side of the question.

ought certainly to bo within discreet and 
reasonable limits, but they should by all 
moans be sufilciently extended to voice the 
various crying wnnts of the congregation. 
Some one gifted in pulpit prayer was wont 
to say (it was John Peddie. of Philadel- 
phia. himself a most sympathetic petitioner, 
who quoted it) : "I look out over my con- 
gregation as upon a company of ' needy 
souls and then I try to just take their 
Avants all to God:" such, as nearly as wo 
can recall, were the words. 
Why not al-

the prayer of Solomon just uttered.

seenis to reach out over the whole vast 
concourse and on into the great future, 
and lift the mighty burdens all up toward 
God. or rather lay them all off upon him. 
"If any man trespass," "when tliy people bo 
smitten," "when heaven is shut up," "if 
there be in the land famine," "moreover 
coiicernins 
a stranger"—"hear thou 
in 
heaven and forgive." What a prayer that 
was!

Master on tiie hunger-smitten hillside and 
he shall not want lor ready, hearty hoariui:. 
Do you remember Petor and John at the 
gate Beautiful? "Such as I have." was their 
woi'd. 
"Such as I have." and they poured 
it all out right there, their whole spiritual 
store. There was great rejoicing at the gate 
of the tenij)le. Pernaps there would be more 
souls go leaping and praising God from the 
threshold of the Lord's house, if we wore 
the readier to make the fullness of our spir- 
itual possession the measure of our com- 
munication and blessing.

your coast;" and then turning to 2 Chron. 
Ü: 2G and reading, "And he reigned over all 
the kings from the river even unto the land 
of the Philistines and to the border ol 
Egypt." "At last," we have set over aorainst 
the latter verse. 
Nearly a half century 
making the land of promise the land of pos- 
session. 
How far indeed, in this sense, are 
we from rest! Yea, how far is God from 
his rest, for truly it may be said that our 
rest is God's rest and it is a spirit fully con- 
secrated that says, "Arise, 0 Lord, into thy 
rest, thou, and the ark of thy strength." 


There has not failed us one word of all his 
good promise. 
That was nearly twenty- 
nine hundred years ago. 
Let us say it 
again. 
Across the three millenniums oí 
time that stretch between us and Solomon, 
wo make signal and. reckoning all that God 
has said in his Word and all that he has 
done and is still doing in this world, we can 
still say it with perfect confidence, "There 
hath not failed one word of all his good 
promise." Fallen is the word. 
No word of 
his promise has expired, become a dead 
letter. Every sentence is living and moving 
still. 
Some portions have not yet come to 
their complete fulfillment, but events are 
murehing right on to the final execution of 
all God'ii words of pledge and nromise. Yes, 
we each can say wnat Solomon said. 
For 
each man's life isa little world, a microcosm 
of the divine fulfillments. Tell us Moses, 
tell us David, Solomon. Ezra, Malachi, Paul: 
tell us Justin Martyr. Luther. Judson; tell 
us, remotest soul of the ages yet to be— 
Hath God's good word of promise failed? 
And the answer comes with a mighty vol- 
ume, to drown the petty cavilings of men; 
"Not onel not one!" 


At all times, as the matter may require, 
liiterully spoken, it is one of the terse 
apothegms of the word, the affair of a day 
in its day.

The t'entral JUaas of yorthcrn Jltia the 
Cradle of Man, 


M. de Quatrefages,the leading French 
ethnologist, neglecting the minor differ- 
ences, estimates that there are no fewer 
than seventy-two distinct races in the 
human species. 
All these descend or 
branch off from three 
fundamental 
types—the black, the yellow and tho 
white—which had their origin at the 
great central mass of Northern Asia, 
which is thus the cradle of mankind. 
Representatives of these different type«! 
and the races which sprang from them 
are still to be found there. 


The -whites, 
according to M. dd 
Quatrefages, appear to have originated 
on the west of the central mass, tho 
yellows on the north and the blacks on 
the south. 
The whites extended west' 
ward and northward, giving birth t< 
three secondary types, the Finnish, th« 
Semitic and Aryan, if we except th*? 
Allophyles, which 
form a separat« 
group. Their area of distribution is con- 
tinuous, as is that of the yellows, be- 
cause of the extensive land service o! 
the Eurasian continent. 
The yellow/ 
spread eastward 
and 
crossed 
intd 
America. 
The whites and 
yellows 
checked or blended with each other, 
producing many varieties of man. 
The 
blacks, or negro, type, which originated 
on the south of the central mass, wa? 
forced by the attacks of the whites anO 
yellows, to go south into Africa ano 
east into Indian Archipelago, or Me 
lanesia. 
The proto-Semites arrestee 
their distribution in the north of Africa, 
and the mixture of the two races gav( 
rise to the negroid populations. 
In the 
center and south of Africa the black? 
continued in the ethnic puritj' until tin 
infiltration of other races from Euroiit 
and the north of Africa in moderr 
times.

world. 


The peopling of America dates bad 
irom the quaternary i^eriod, and is du< 
to migrations of different tj'pes—Alio- 
phylic white and yellow, blending witL 
the local quarternary races, which alsc 
belonged to the yellow type. 
Europe, 
since the tertiary ages, has receivec 
only Allophylian whites, Finns, ant 
Aryans. 
The number of races now ex- 
isting in a pure state is exceedingly re 
strictei, if, indeed, there is a single on( 
Avhich can be accepted as such. 
Per 
haps some little groups, T)rotected bj 
their isolation, such as the Mincopies 
may show an identity of characters at 
testing their ethnic 
homogeneity.— 
London

THE Hon. Hannibal Hamlin, the ven- 
erable ex-vice-president, made an ad- 
dress at Bangor, Me., on Saturday af- 
ternoon^ at the presentation of an 
American flag to the high school of the 
city by the Grand Army veterans. 


GILBERT 
PIERCE, the new United 
States senator from Dakota, presided at 
an editorial convention held in this city 
several years ago. He is a newspaper 
man, having for a number of years been 
engaged in editorial work in Chicago. 
Ho went to Dakota six years ago. 


IN speaking of high license the Balti- 
more Sttn has this to say: "Which is 
better. Three thousand saloons and 
less than .$150,009 revenue, or 1,200 
saloons and a million revenue? The 
question answers itself, and shows what 
the practical value of high license will 
be to this city." 


GOVERNOR-ELECT CAIMPBELII, of Ohio, 
is a Knight Templar, a member of the 
Knights of Pythias, the Grand Army of 
tbe Republic and the Order of Elks. 
He attends the Presbyterian church, 
and is extremely charitable. 
Camp- 
bell is a great worker and very system- 
atic. 
He possesses marked 
Scotch 
characteristics, one of which is a stub- 
born adherence to any opinion once 
formed. 


THE King's Daughters were organized 
less than four years ago "to do good in 
His name," and to-day there are 119,- 
819 little silver crosses worn by young 
women in this country as a badge of the 
order, while other thousands wear only 
the little Avhite ribbon. 
No organiza- 
tion has grown so rapidly, and none has 
done more good work with less, pretense 
than the King's Daughtei-s. 
Their 
mission is to do good and help the 
needy wherever they are found. 


THE national silver convention closed 
its sessions Thursday at St. Louis. It 
adopted a platform calling for the free 
and unlimited coinage of standard silver 
dollars, to be legal tender for all debts, 
public and private; and that until such 
a law is enacted the secretary of the 
treasury be required to coin the maxi- 
mum of 
000,000 worth of silver per 
month. A committee was also appointed 
with power to summon another conven- 
tion and provide for the election of dele- 
gates. 


THE silver policy of Secretary Windom 
will, with the approval of Mr. Harrison, 
be annoanced next Wednesday in the 
annual report of the secretary of the 
treasurer. Mr. Windom will ask con- 
gress to pass an act directing him to re- 
ceive silver bullion and to issue« against 
it notes of large or small denominations 
at the market price of the silver on the 
day it is deposited. The notes are to 
be redeemable in gold or silver bullion 
at the market price of silver ©n the day 
of redemption. 


The fifty-first congress, which con- 
venes on Monday next, is the first con- 
gress in sixteen years in which the re- 
publican party has had a majority in 
both branches. 
In the forty-third con- 
gi-ess, elected in 1872, and convened in 
December. 1873, the republicans con- 
trolled both the senate and the house. 
But in the forty-fourth congress the 
house was lost, and although the repub- 
licans held the senate in that and in the 
succeeding congresses they lost it as a 
rftsult of the elections of 1878. 
They 
regained the house in 1888, |but lost it 
in 1882, and since 1883 the senate has 
been republican and the house demo- 
cratic. 


In the fifty-first congress, if every 
member were in his seat, there would be 
in the senate—not reckoning the sena- 
tors to be chosen in Montana, whose 
titles are likely to be questioned—ib re- 
publicans and 37 democrats. The house 
numbers 330 members, of whom 169 are 
republicans and 161 democrats. It will 
require 166 votes for a quorum in the 
house, so that the republicans, when 
all are present, will have three more 
tlian a quorum, and a majority of eight 
over their political opponents.

nickel added. Mr. Leech expects that 
the work will be up again by February. 
He says: 


"Last year we distributed from the 
mint in 5-cent pieces, $18,990; in pen- 
nies, $399,745; in 3-cent pieces, $180; 
total, $1,018.915. "When minor coins 
begin to accumulate in any sub-treasuiy 
the superintendent of the mint is in- 
structed to return orders from any city 
in which there is a sub-treasury. As 
late as yesterday we authorized him to 
ship small coin to Chicago and other 
large cities for the holiday trade. 
Not- 
withstanding that 
profits in minor 
coins during the last year were $57,955, 
the government paid out for disbursing 
'the coins, $23,410, so that when the 
coins are redeemed the governmen is not 
much ahead." 


: A HAPPY THANK8GITIX&. 


The Day as it Was Spent at the 
School for Feeble Minded 
Youth at Richmond. 


Thanksgiving day was a hajjpy one to 
the children of the school for the feeble 
minded youths at Richmond, Ind., 
which is to be moved in June next to 
this city into buildings which are now 
being erected here. 


It was arranged to give them a treat 
on that day, and Superintendent John 
G. Blake, backed by the board of trus- 
tees and the other officers of the institu- 
tion, and the teachers, prepared an en- 
tertainment and a repast that will long 
be remembered. 


In the morning, at 9 o'clock, the 
children assembled in the chapel and 
participated in an interesting program 
of songs and recitations, interspersed 
with responsive readings and religious 
exercises, and addresses of a suitable 
character were delivered by Colonel 
Stan-, of Richmond, 
Superintendent 
Blake and Drs. W. N. Wishard and A. 
W. Brayton, of Indianapolis. 
This oc- 
cupied the time pleasantly until 12 
o'clock, when dinner was served and 
the assemblage of little folks sat down 
to a table on which were fifty turkeys 
and other good things to match. The 
meal over, the afternoon was free from 
work and study and the evening was 
again given to amusements and a pro- 
gram of recitations, songs, dialogues, 
games, etc. 


The Indianapolis Journal, 
after speak- 
ing of the day's obsers'ance at Rich- 
mond, has this to say: 


To one who goes for two hours with 
Superintendent Blake among the living 
and school rooms of the institution his 
intense personality is a revelation. The 
children flock to him, caress his hands 
and cling to his garments. Each one is 
called by name and told some kind, 
witty and appropriate thing—a word of 
love that sinks into the heart and illum- 
ines the mind. In these walls are the 
unfortunate indeed—worse than blind- 
ness or deafness—next to insanity for 
the care and tenderness they need. 
Here are seventy ei)ileptics, more than 
sixty of whom were born of epileptic 
parents. Here are twenty paralytics, 
and a score or more of those in whom 
the light of reason is but a glimmer. All 
are welcome; none were refused until 
the buildings which are finished wore 
full, for Superintendent 
Blake has 
nothing less in mind than the making of 
a permanent home for the 1,800 feeble- 
minded'children of Indiana, where they 
may learn to work, to take decent care 
of themselves, and be made at least as 
happy and comfoiiable as their mental 
state will permit. 


The new home building at Fort 
Wayne is to be occupied next June, and 
will give room for four hundred occu- 
pants. The present quarters, though 
built for the insane, do very well. Some 
wards are used for living rooms, others 
for schools, some for work-shops. Al- 
ready the children make all their suits, 
all their shoes, all their socks and under- 
wear. They keep as neat a kitchen and 
dining-room as can be found in the 
state; they make, with the aid of exper- 
ienced cooks, the best of home-made 
bread. The entire "plant," as arranged 
and carried out by Superintendent 
Blake, his ofScers and board, is so 
nearly self-supporting that all the ex- 
penses Fof teaching and keepiug tlie 
home of nearly 300 are kept withm the 
limit of $10 a month for each inmate — 
a sum too small for the best good. 
Ohio and Illinois allow $15 a month for 
this purpose. It is remarkable that 
such a class—mental and physical in- 
valids throughout—falling at tlieir work 
or study from epilepsy, shaken with 
paralysis, deformed in body and fea- 
tures, are kept so comfortable and happy 
at so little cost. The state has made a 
noble beginning in taking care of even 
a portion of this class, although 130 ap- 
plications have been refused since last 
August. 


In Superintendent Blake, noble and 
generous by nature, full of love and 
sympathy for all the suffering, conquer- 
ing the most rebellious and stupid by 
kindness, quick and appreciative, the 
state of Indiana has a man as brave and 
as useful as any warrior or politician 
that has ever served her needs. He 
loves to haye 
the company of his 


friends, and says a visit ora word of 
sympathy toucnes him, as it does the 
broken forms in his keeping. ^ The 
place Js an oncannajr one, stuck in wet 
and swampy ground, but ever^ obstacle 
has been surmounted; gas put in, walks 
made, shops establish^, and a home- 
like air pervaded the place yesterday, 
and the visitors departed wondering 
that such a transformation in mind and 
body and material surroundings could 
have been made in the two years since 
Mr. Blake was elected superintendent 
for the Indiana School for the Feeble 
Minded Youth. 


Hid 9iot Sail. 


NEAV YORK, Nov. 29.—Herman John, 
one of the partners of the firm of J. 
Susskine & Co., the bankers at 140 
Canal streét, was arrested in Hoboken 
late last night by New York detectives. 
John was to have sailed for Hamburg 
to-day. He refused to leave New Jersey 
without requisition papers and was 
locked up to await the necessary docu- 
ments. ! 


Cashier Arrested. 


ABELINE, Kan., Nov. 29.—J. C. Gil- 
land, cashier of the Citissens'State bank 
at Seldon, Kali., was placed under ar- 
rest yesterday, charged with forging 
mortgages and thus obtaining money 
from eastern loan companies. He was 
making arrangements to leave for Penn- 
sylvania when he was arrested.

Every once in a while it happens that 
a man who has been engaged in raiboad 
parsuite, after following that occupa- 
tion for a time, leaved it to engage in 
some other line of business, and it oft- 
times comes to pass that he arises to 
prominence in his changed 
calling.

In this new field his splendid business 
qualifications came into play and he 
achieved success for the firm.

The factory of the

covers a block of ground 
near the Wabash railroad on Lafayette 
street and employs over 100 men.

Car service associations are now estab- 
lished at Cincinnati, Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Toledo and Chicago, and at four of 
the points oars are being loaded and un- 
loaded with more promptness than ever 
before. These associations are estab- 
lished especially to enforce demurrage 
after a reasonable time has been given 
to load and unload cars, and most of 
the shippers at the points named are 
talking kindly to the arrangement.

The railroads west of 
Chi(mgo have a circular naming'rates 
from Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
and intermediate points, which they 
will apply on business originating east 
of the Indiana and Illinois state lines.

On business originating 
in Chicago higher rates will be charged 
and governed by the western classifica- 
tion. This being the case, the roads 
east of the Indiana and Illinois state 
lines have not yet decided whether it 
will be legal for them to be participants 
in this transaction by issuing through 
rates on any other basis than the regu- 
lar local rates from Chicago. By so 
doing there would be some cases in 
which the rates from Chicago would be 
higher than the through rates from the 
Indiana and Illinois points. The lines 
west of Chicago claim that they have 
the authority from the inter-state com- 
mission to make the proportional tariffs 
to meet the competition via northern 
routes.

Tlio Classical City of Atliens—Imperi'eot

Paul's Anticipations of lieaven. 


The Eev. T. DeWitt Talmage, 
of 
Brooklyn, preached in the ancient city 
of Athene, on Sunday, Nov. 24, to a 
group of friends, basing his discourse 
on the following two passages from the 
Pauline epistles: I Corinthians, ii, 9: 
"Eye hath nor seen, nor ear heard, "and I 
Corinthians, xiii, 2: "For now we see 
through a glass, darkly." The sermon 
was as follows: 


Both these sentences were written by 
the most illustrious merely human be- 
ing the world ever saw, one who walked 
these streets, and preached from yonder 
pile of rocks. Mars Hill. 
Though more 
classic associations are connected with 
this city than with any other city under 
the sun, because here Socrates, and 
Plato, and Aristotle, and Demosthenes, 
and Pericles, and Herodotus, and Py- 
thagoras, and Xenophon, and Praxiteles 
wrote or chiseled, or taught or thun- 
dered or sung, yet in my mind all those 
men and their teachings were eclipsed 
by Paul and the Gospel he preached in 
this city and in your near by city of Cor- 
inth. 
Yesterday, standing on the old 
fortress at Corinth, the Arco-Corinthus, 
out from the ruins at its base arose in 
my imagination the old city, just as Paul 
saw it. 
I have been told that for splen- 
dor the world beholds no such wonder 
to-day as that ancient Corinth standing 
on an'isthmus washed by two seas, the 
one sea bringing the 
commerce 
of 
Europe, the other sea bringing the com- 
merce of Asia. From her wharves, in 
the construction of which whole king- 
doms had been absorbed, war galleys 
with three banks of oars pushed out and 
confounded the navy yards of all the 
world. 
Huge-handed machinery, such 
as modern 
invention 
cannot equal, 
lifted ships from the sea on one side and 
transported them on trucks across the 
isthmus, and set them down on the sea 
on the other side. 
The revenue ofiacers 
of the city went down through the olive 
groves that lined the bench to collect 
atariif from all nations. 
The mirth of 
all people sported in her Isthmian games 
and the beauty of all lands sat in her 


to faee. This is » pictitre of the laont- 
ing; that will be the morning itself. 
, 


Again: My 
texts are true of the 
Saviour's excellency. By image, and 
sweet rhythm of expression, and start- 
ling antitheses, Christ is set forth—His 
love. His compassion, His work. His 
life. His death. His resurrection. 
We 
are challenged to measure it, to com- 
gute it, to weigh it. In the hour of our 
roken enthrallment, we mount up into 
high experience of His love, and shout 
until the countenance glows, and the 
blood bounds, and the whole nature is 
exhilarated, "I have found Him." And 
yet it is through a glass, darkly. 
We 
see not half of that compassionate face. 
We feel not half the warmth of that lov- 
ing heart. 
We wait for death to let us 
rush into His outspread arms. 
Then we 
shall be face to face. Not shadow then, 
bat substance. Not hope then, but the 
fulfilling or all pretigurement. 


That will be a magnificent unfolding. 
The rushing out in view of all hidden 
excellency; the coming again of a long 
absent Jesus to meet us—not in rags and 
penury and death, but amidst a light, 
and pomp, and outbursting joy such as 
none but a glorified intelligence could 
experience. 
Oh! to gaze full upon the 
brow that was lacerated, upon the side 
that was pierced, upon the feet that 
were nailed; to stand close up in the 
presence of Him who.prayed for us upon 
the mountain, and thought of us by the 
sea, and agonized for us in the garden, 
and died for us in horrible crucifixion, 
feel of Him,to embrace Him, to take His 
hand, to kiss His feet, too run our fin- 
gers along the scars of ancient suffering, 
to say: 
"This is my Jesus! 
He gave 
his life for me. 
I shall never leave his 
presence. I shall forever behold His 
glory. I shall eternally hear His voice. 
Lord, Jesus, now I see thee! 
I behold 
where the blood started, where the tears 
coursed, where the face was distorted. 
I have waited for this hour. 
I shall 
never turn my back on thee. 
No more 
looking through imperfect glasses. 
No 
more studying thee in the darkness. 
But as long as this throne stands, and 
this everlasting river flows and those 
garlands bloom, and these arches of 
victory remain to greet home Heaven's 
conquerors, so long shall I see thee, 
Jesus of my choice, Jesus of my song, 
Jesus of my triumph—forever and for- 
ever—face to face? 


The idea of my text is just as true 
when applied to Cod's providence. Who 
has 
not come to some pass in life 
thoroughly inexplicable? 
You 
say: 
"What does this mean? What is God go- 
ing to do with me now? 
He tells me 
sat in 
^ 


theaters, walked her porticos and threw alfthings work together for good. This 
altar of her stupendous 
itself on the 
dissipations. 


Column and statue and temple be- 
wildered the beholder. 
There 
were 
white marble fountains into which, from 
apertures at the side, there 
gushed 
waters everywhere known for health 
giving qualities. 
Around these basins, 
twisted into wreaths of stone, there 
were all the beauties of sculpture and 
architecture, while standing, as if to 
guard the costly display, was a statue of 
Hercules of burnished Corinthian brass. 
Vases of terra cotta adorned the ceme- 
teries of the dead—vases so costly that 
Julius Cresar was not satisfied until he 
had captured tlaem for Eome. 
Armed 
officials, the corintharii, paced up and 
down to see that no statue was defaced, 
no pedestal overthrown, no bas-relief 
touched. From the edge of the city the 
hill held its magnificent burdens of 
columns and towers and temples (1,000 
slaves waiting at one shrine), and a 


does not look like it." 
Y'ou continue 
to study the dispensation, and after 
awhile guess about what God means. 
"He means to teach me this. I think He 
means to teach me that. 
Perhaps it is 
to humble my pride. 
Perhaiis it is to 
make me feel more independent. 
Per- 
haps to teach me theuncertanty of life." 
But, after all, it is only a guess—a look- 
ing through the glass, darkly. 
The 
Bible assures us that there will be a 
satisfactory unfolding. 
"What I 
do 
thou knowest not now, but thou shalt 
know hereaiter." Y'ou will know why 
God took to Himself that only child. 
Next door there was a household of 
seven children. 
Why not take one from 
that group, instead of your only one? 
Why single out the dwelling in which 
there was only one heart beating respon- 
sive to yours? Why did God give you a 
child at all, if he meant to take it away? 
Why fill the cup of your gladness brim- 
ming if he meant to dash it down? Why 


citadel so thoroughly impregnable that allow all the tendrils of your heart to 
Gibraltar is a head of sand compared 
with it. Amid all that strength 
and 
magnificence Corinth stood and defied 
the world. 
Oh! it was not to rustics 
who had never seen anything grand that 
Paul uttered one of my texts. 
They 
had heard the best music that had come 
from the best instruments in all the 
world; they had hear^l songs 
floating 
from morning porticos and melting in 
evening groves; they had passed their 
whole lives among pictures and sculp- 
ture and architecture 
and 
Corinthian 
brass, 
which had been molded 
and 
shaped until there was no chariot wheel 
in which it had not sped, and no tower 
in which it had not glittered, and no 
gateway that it had not adorned. 
Ah, 
it was a bold thing for Paul to stand 
there amid all that and say: "All this 
is nothing. 
These sounds that come 
from the temple of Neptune are not 
music compared with the harmonies of 
which I speak. 
These waters rushing 
in the basin pf Pyrene are not pure. 
These statues of Bacchus and "Mercury 
are not exquisite. 
Your citadel of Acro- 
Corinthus is not strong compared with 
that which I offer to the poorest slave 
that puts down his burden at that brazen 
gate. You Corinthians think this is a 
splendid city; you think you have heard 
all sweet sounds and seen all beautiful 
sights; but I tell you eye hath not seen 
nor ear heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man, the things which God 
hath prepared for them that love Him." 
Indeed, both my texts, the one spoken 
by Paul and the one written by Paul, 
show us that we have very imperfect 
eyesight, and that our day of vision is 
yet to come: For now we s§e through a 
glass darkly, but then face to face. 
So 
Paul takes the responsibility of saying 
that the Bible is an indistinct mirror, 
and that its mission shall be finally sus- 
pended. 
I think there may be one 
Bible in Heaven fastened to the throne. 
Just as now, in a museum, we have a 
lamp exhumed from Herculaneum 
or 
Nineveh, and we look at it with great 
interest and say: "How poor a light it 
must have given, compared with our 
modern lamps.^ 
So I think that this 
Bible, which was a lamp to our feet in 
this world, may lie near the throne of 
God, exciting our interest to all eternity 
by the contrast between its compara- 
tively feeble light and the illumination 
of Heaven. 
The Bible, now, is 
the 
scaffolding to the rising temple, but 
when the building is done there will be 
no use for the scaffolding. 


The idea I shall develop to-day is, 
that in this world our knowledge is com- 
paratively dim and unsatisfactory, but 
nevertheless is introductory to grander 
and more complete vision. 
This is 
eminently true in regard to our view of 
God. We hear so much about God that 
we conclude that we understand Him. 
He is represented as having the tender- 
ness of a father, the firmness of a judge, 
the pomp of a king and the love of a 
mother. 
We hear about Him, talk about 
Him, write about Him. We lisp His 
name in infancy, and it trembles on the 
tongue of the dying octogenarian. 
We 
think that we know very much about 
Him. Take the attribute of mercy. 
Do 
we understand it? The Bible blossoms 
all over with 
that word—Mercy. 
It 
speaks again and again of the tender 
mercies of God; of the sure mercies; of 
the great mercies; of the mercy that en- 
dureth forevA'; of the multitude of His 
mercies. And yet I know that the views 
we have of this great being are most in- 
definite, one-sided 
and 
incomplete. 
When, at death, the gates shall fly open, 
and we shall look directly upon Him, 
how new and surprising! We see upon 
canvas a picture of the morning. 
We 
study the cloud In the sky, the dew upon 
the grass, and the hnsbandman on the 
-way to the field. Beautiful picture of 
the morning! But we rise at daybreak, 
and go npon a hill represented to' ns. 
While we look, the mountains are trans- 
figured. The burnished gates of Heaven 
swing open and sha^ to let pass a host 
of fiery splendors. 
The clouds are all 
abloom, and hang pendant from arbors 
of alabaster and amethyst. 
The waters 
make pathway of inlaid pearl for the 
light to wallc ti^on; and there is morn- 
ing 
the seft. The crags nncorer their 
«earx^iDd Titi^e; *nd there is morning 
«oumg 
noimtaiits. 
Now you. go 
Hbm«« Aodluyw 
tun« fonx iptetiUMi «f iEe 
at«tmi«r tmnw 
in oontraft}- OrtmUf 
iOMhpth^wmtM 
batw^iTA 
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wind around that object, and then,when 
ever fiber of your own life seemed to be 
interlocked with the child's life, with 
strong hand to tear you apart, until you 
fall bleeding and crushed, your dwell- 
ing desolate, your hopes blasted, your 
heart broken? 
Do you suppose 'that 
God will explain that? 
Yes. "He 
will 
make it plainer than any mathematical 
problem—as plain as that two and two 
make four. 
In the light of the throne 
you will see that it was right—all right. 
"Just and true are all thy ways, thou 
king of saints. 


Here is a man who cannot get on in 
the world. 
He always seems to buy at 
the wrong time and sell at the worst dis- 
advantage. He tries this enterprise, and 
fails; that business, and is disappointed. 
The man next door to him has a lucra- 
tive trade, but he lacks customers. 
A 
new prospect opens. 
His income is in- 
creased. 
But that year his family are 
sick; and the profits are expended in 
trying to cure the ailments. 
He gets a 
discouraged look. Becomes faithless as 
to success. Begins to expect disasters. 
Others wait for something to turn up; 
he waits for it to turn down. 
Others 
with only half as much education and 
character, get on twice as well. 
He 
sometimes guesses as to what it all 
means. 
He saj's: 
"Perhaps 
riches 
would spoil me. Perhaps poverty is 
necessary to keep me humble. 
Perhaps 
I might, if things were otherwise, be 
tempted into dissipation." 
But there is 
no complete solution of the mystery. 
He sees through a glass 
darkly,.arid 
must wait for a higher unfolding. 
Will 
there be an explanation? Yes; God will 
take that man in the light of the throne 
and say: "Child immortal, hear the ex- 
planation." 
And you will answer: 
"It 
is all right!" 


I see, every day, profound mysteries 
of Providence. 
There is no question 
we ask oftener than Why? There are 
hundreds of graves that need to be ex- 
plained. 
Hospitals for the blind and 
lame, asylums forthe idiotic and insane, 
almshouses for the destitute and a world 
of pain and misfortune that 
demand 
more than human solution. 
Ah! God 
will clear it all up. In the light that 
pours from the throne no dark mystery 
can live. 
Things now utterly inscruta- 
ble will be 
illumined as plainly as 
though the answer "w ere written on the 
jasper wall or soiinded in the temple 
anthem. 
Bartimeus will thank God that 
he was blind; and Lazarus that he was 
covered with sores; and Joseph that he 
was cast into the pit; and Daniel that he 
denned with lions; and Paul that he was 
humpbacked; and David that he was 
driven from Jerusalem; and the sewing 
woman that she could get only a few 
pence for making a garment; and that 
invalid that for twenty years he could 
not lift his head from the pillow; and 
that widow that she had such hard work 
to earn bread for her children. 
You 
know that in a song different voices 
carry different parts. 
The sweet and 
overwhelming part of the hallelujah of 
Heaven will not be carried by those who 
rode in high places, and gave sumptu- 
ous entertainments; but pauper children 
will sing it, beggars will sirig it, re- 
deemed hod carriers will sing it, those 
who were once the offscouring of earth 
will sing it. The hallelujah will be all 
the grander for earth's weeping eyes, 
and aching heads, and exhausted hands, 
and scourged backs, 
and 
martyred 
agonies. 


Again: The thought of my texts is 
true when applied to the enjoyment of 
the righteous in Heaven. 
I think we 
have but little idea of the number of the 
righteous in 
Heaven. Infidels 
say: 
"Your heaven will be a very s^aall place 
compared with the world of the lost; for, 
according to your teaching, the majority 
of men will be destroyed." I deny the 
charge. I suppose that the multitude 
of the finally lost, as compared with the 
multitude of the finally saved, will be a 
handful. I suppose that the few sick 
people in the hospitals of our great 
cities, as compared with the hundreds of 
thousands of well people, would not be 
smaller than the number of those who 
shall be oast ont in suffering, compared 
with those who shall have upon them 
the health of Heaven. For we »re to re- 
member that we are living in only the 
beginning of the Cbrietian dispensation^ 
end thet this whole world is to be popn* 
Ifttdd end redeemed,, and that agee of 
light «ftd lOTe ftfe to fLpw^u. 
It tbie b« 
MO, tb« mnltitAdes of/the taTed .will 


gatibne^hat hareasseinbledFfoirirozsbip 
thronghoTit Christendom. Pattheia tor 
gether, and they would malce bnt « small 
audience compared with the thousands 
and tens of thousands, and tenthonsand 
times ten thousand, and the hundred 
and forty anil four thousand that shall 
stand around the throne. Those flashed 
up to Heaven in martyr fires; those 
tossed for many years upon the invalid 
ceuch; those fought in the armies of 
liberty, and rose as they fell; these 
tambled from 
high 
scaffoldings, or 
slipped from the mast, or were washed 
off into the sea. They came up from 
Corinth, from Laodice'a, from the Bed 
Sea bank and Gennesaret's wave, from 
Egyptian 
brickyards 
and 
Gideon's 
threshing iioor. 
Those thousands of 
years ago slept the last sleep, and these 
are this moment having their 
eyes 
closed, and their limbs stretched out ior 
the sepulcher. 


A general expecting an attack from 
the enemy stands on a hill and looks 
through a field glass and sees in the 
great distance multitudes approaching, 
but has no idea of their numbers. 
He 
says: "I cannot tell anything about 
them. I merely know that there are a 
great number." And so, John, without 
attempting to count, says: 
"A great 
multitude that no man can number." 
We are told that Heaven is a place of 
happiness? Happiness in this world is 
only a half fledged thing; a flowery path 
with a serpent hissing across it; a broken 
pitcher, from which the water 
has 
dropped before we could drink it; a 
shrill ofexhilaration, followed bj^ dis- 
astrous reactions. 
To help us iinder- 
stand the joy of Heaven, the Bible takes 
us to a river. We stand on the grassy 
bank. 
We see the waters flow on with 
ceaseless wave. But the filth of the 
cities is emptied into it, and the banks 
are torn, and unhealthy 
exhalations 
spring up from it, and we fail to get an 
idea of the Eiver of Life in Heaven. 


We get very imperfect ideas of the re- 
unions of Heaven. 
We think of some 
festal day on 'earth, when father and 
mother were yet living, and the 
chil- 
dren 
came 
home. 
A 
good 
time, 
that! 
But it had this drawback—all 
were not there. 
That brother went off 
to sea, and never was heard from. That 
sister—did we not lay her away in the 
freshness of her young life, never more 
in this world to look upon her? 
Ah! 
there was a skeleton at the feast; and 
tears mingled with our laughter on that 
Christmas day. Not so with Heaven's 
reunions. 
It will be) an uninterrupted 
gladness, 
Many a Christian parent will 
look around and find all his children 
there. 
"Ah!" he says, "can it be possi- 
ble that we are all here—life's perils 
over? the Jordan passed and not one 
wanting? Why, even the prodigal is 
here. 
I almost gave him up. How long 
he despised my counsels! but grace hath 
triumphed. 
All here! all here' 
Tell 
the luighty joy through the city. . Let 
the bells ring, and the angels mention 
it in their song. Wave it from the top of 
the walls. All here!" 


No more breaking of heartstrings, but 
face to face. The orphans that were 
left poor, and in a merciless world, 
kicked and cuffed of many hardships, 
shall join their parents over 
whose 
graves they so long wept, and gaze into 
their glorified countenances forever,face 
to face. We may come up from differ- 
ent parts of the ~ world, one from the 
land and one from the depths of the 
sea; from lives affluent and prosperous, 
or from scenes of ragged distress; but 
we shall meet in rapture and jubilee, 
face to face. 


Many of our friends have entered 
upon tiiat joy. 
A few days ago they sat 
with-us studying those gospel themes; 
but they onlj' saw dimly—now revela- 
tion hath come. 
Your time will also 
come. 
God will not leave you 
floun- 
dering 
in 
the 
darkness. 
You 
stand 
wonderstruck 
and 
amazed. • 
You feel as if all the loveliness of life 
were dashed out. I'^ou stand gazing into 
the open chasm of the grave. Wait a 
little. 
In the presence of your departed 
aiid of Him who carries them in His 
bosom, you shall soon stand face to face. 
Oh! that our last hour may kindle up 
with this promised joy! May we be able 
to say, like the Christian not long ago, 
departiner- 
"Though a nilgrim walkiflg 
through the valley, the mountain tops 
are gleaming from peaic to peak!" or, 
like my dear friend and brother, Alfred 
Cookman, who took his flight to the 
throne of God, saying in his last mo- 
ment that which has already gone into 
Christian classics: 
"I am 
sweeping 
through the pearly gate, washed in the 
blood of the lamb!" 


Wliy Mortar Hardens. 


Until very recently it was held by 
most engineers and arcliitects that the 
solidiiieation of mortar took place in 
consequence of the absorption of car- 
bonic acid gas by the line during the 
process of crystallization, but it has 
been fairly objected to this theory that 
the quantity of carbonic acid gas con- 
tained in the atmosphere which could 
be brought into contact with a large 
body of cement would not suflSce to sat- 
urate the latter. 
The generally re- 
ceived opinion on the subject now is 
that limes harden simpl y in consequence 
of the combination with water which 
takes iDlace during the slackening, and 
that the rapidity of the settling and the 
permanence of the newlj formed hv- 
drate of lime depends upon its beiifg 
combined with some other salt; the 
the pure hydrate of lime is, in fact, solu- 
ble, the hydrated silicate of lime is tol- 
erably insoluble, but it forms slowly, 
while the hydrated double silicate of 
lime and alumina, or of lime and mag- 
nesia, are practically insoluble. 
This 
may be taken as an explanation of the 
general conditions which arise, but the 
obscure subject of the chemical actions 
which takes place under the influence 
of high degrees of temperature has not 
yet been thoroughly investigated, and 
offers a most interesting field of experi- 
ment and research.

A correspondent of a Ceylon 
journal 
gives some 
interesting 
information 
about the turtles on the coast in 
the 
neighborhood of Jaffna, in the north of 
the island, which are said to be innum- 
erable. 
They 
are of three species, 
called sea, milk and pariah turtles, re- 
spectively. 


The ordinary, or sea turtle, is gener- 
ally large in size, and is met with 
evei^where at sea around Jaffna. 
Two 
tiny islands, called Iranativu, are liter- 
ally swarming with the creatures. 


The islands themselves are sterile, 
and always exposed to inundation; the 
inhabitants are ^ r and ignorant of ag- 
riculture, and liv^ chiefly on the tur- 
tles.

How great this multitude of sins may 
be, no mortal can tell, but the amount 
of evil which we may neglect to prevent 
would appall us if we could but know 
it. 


You may think it is a little thing to 
shelter, to feed, to protect and teach and 
love ä little chüd. 
You may plead your 
ambitions, your engagements and your 
cares, and say with Cain, "Am I my 
brothers keeper?" but when eternity 
unfolds its record you may see that you 
missed the opportunity of your life-time 
when you failed to win and save a little 
-child. 
Read the story of one neglected 
«hild, poor Margaret, whose history and 
progeny have been traced, as is sum- 
marized in New York Times. 


Margaret, when a little girl, perhaps 
an orphan, perhaps abandoned by her 
parents, iwas left adrift in one of the 
villages of the Upper Hudson. 
There 
was no almshouse in the place, but she 
was a subject of outdoor relief, prob- 
ably receiving occasionally food and 
clothing from the officials, but never 
educated, and never kindly sheltered in 
a home. 
She became the mother of a 
long race of criminals and paupers, and 
her progeny has cursed the country 
ever since. 
The county records show 
two hundred of her descendants who 
have been criminals. 
In one single 
generation of her unhappy line ; there 
were twenty children; of these three 
died in infancy, and seventeen survived 
to maturity. 
Of the seventeen, nine 
«ejved in the State prisons for high 
crimes an aggregate term of fifty years, 
while the others were frequent inmates 
of jails and penitentiaries and alms- 
houses. 


Of the 623 descendants from this un- 
bsppy girl who was left on the village 
, streets and abandoned in childhood, a 
great ntimber have b^n idiots, im- 
beciles, äirithkards, lunatics, paupers, 
•ad |>roetítates,. but 200 of the more 
nigovcnis are on record as criminals. 
It 
MeBtima,ted that this neglected child 
thw cost the connty authorities, in 
Übe effeetft isbe has transmitted, at least 
J10(>.000 in the expense and care of 
«füiniiiils and paupers, besides the un- 
éol^ dMMge she bas. inflicted on prop- 
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f^fdieiiM 
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u ^ l h e 
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bas caused to thousands of innocent 
families, and the loss to thè cdmmnnity, 
we can all feebly appreciate the im- 
portance to the public of the care and 
education of a single pauper child.— 
The 
Christian. 


JPOLJCING 
TJSLLOWSXONE 
PARK. 


The surveillance of the Park is in the 
hands of the military, and in good hands 
too. 
The present Superintendent is 
Capt. Boutelle of the First Cavalry, 
who succeeded Capt. Harris, at the be- 
ginning of the season. 
Under the old 
system a civic Superintendent and nine 
assistants were supposed to look after a 
tract of country nearly half as large as 
the State of Massachusetts, and not 
only prevent tourists from carrying 
away the geyser and hot spring forma- 
tions, but also to "round up" the hunt- 
ers and trappers, who would do much 
to deplete the National reserve of its 
noble p-ame unless prevented. 
There 
was never anything like a proper patrol 
of the Park until it was placed under 
military control. 
Every citizen who 
desires to see the Park wonders pre- 
served should rejoice in Capt. Boutelle's 
appointment. 
"With the aid of two com- 
panies of cavalry, one ol which is sta- 
tioned at Mammoth Hot Springs and 
the other at the iiower Geyser Basin, 
small detachments being placed at the 
other tourist centers, the regulations 
made by the Interior Department have 
been efficiently enforced, and in a man- 
ner acceptable to the public. 


Some persons there may be who have 
taken umbrage because they were not 
permitted to despoil the geysers and 
springs of their beautiful deposits, but 
every fair-minded person cannot but re- 
joice that the rules ftgainst caring 
away specimens are strictly and im- 
l^artially carried out. 
Capt. Bomas of 
the First Cavalry, the second in com- 
mand, 
is, like 
Capt. 
Boutelle, 
a 
thorough officer and a thorough gentle- 
man. 
The soldiers are an aid to tour- 
ists, not a menance, and while carefully 
guarding the formations from vandalism, 
are excellent guides. 


So carefully is the "no shooting" 
regulation enforced that much of the 
game is becoming quite tame. 
While I 
was riding over the Trout Creek route 
a few days since two beautiful deer ap- 
peared by the roadside and remained 
there, evidently without fright, while 
my wagon was driven by. 
There are 
thousands of elk, a few buffalo—per- 
haps three hundred—^mountain sheep, 
antelope, bears and other game within 
the Park enclosure. 
The buffalo are 
seldom seen, but are known to exist in 
the eastern and southern parts of the 
Park.—Boston 
Journal.

It is true enough that when the rustic 
cousin comes to visit his city relatives 
he is apt to be very simple, and to show 
ignorance of the city ways and city in- 
stitutions, which seems to the urban 
friends a proof of utter mental vacuity ; 
but it is equally true that when the time 
arrives for a return of the visit, the city 
relatives, if they did but know it, show 
quite as profound a lack of knowledge 
of rural affairs, and one even more in- 
excusable. 
Nobody nowadays is so dull 
as to suppose that honey is milked from 
tlie bees as milk from cows, that tur- 
nips and pumpkins grow on trees, and 
that roosters lay eggs ; but still there is 
a sufficient ignorance to give the coun- 
try people as good a chance to smile on 
tbeir own territory at the "greenness" 
of their visitors, as the latter have when 
rusticity comes to town. 


Nothing is at once more ignorant and 
more helpless than the cockney turned 
loose aud dependent upon his own re- 
sources in the country, and that the 
country people laugh at him is the 
legitimate result of his inevitable blun- 
ders. 
He is seldom quite so dull as 
the city bread domestic, who is repre- 
sented as leaving her candle burn all 
night, because, having been , accustomed 
to gas all her life, she did not, as she 
explained to her mistress next morning, 
"know how to turn it out;" but in a 
thousand ways he displays his inability 
to cope with the difficulties of the situa- 
tion. 
His standards no longer serve 
him, and when once a man is out adrift 
from his standards, he is entirely at the 
mercy of circumstances. 


In the case of either the cockney or 
the rustic there is no blame to be at- 
tached to a want of knoAvledge of things 
which have been outside of the circle of 
his experience. 
The one who frankly 
confesses his ignorance, and puts him- 
self in the attitude of one who is ready 
to learn, has no further trouble. 
It is 
in the endeavor to appear to be master 
of a situation which is really too strong 
for one that the absurdity lies.

Heauiiful 
Guardsivotnen, 


The King of Siam formerly had a 
real Amazonian guard of 400 members. 
This guard consisted of the most beau- 
tiful and the strongest young women 
in the kingdom. 
Every recruit had to 
be at least 13 years old, and of almost 
perfect physical development. 
After 
serving twelve years she was retired to 
the reserve corps. 
An active guards- 
woman was a personal life guard of his 
Simese majesty. 
A reserve guards- 
woman, however, had merely the duty 
of watching the royal palaces and the 
crown estates. 
Every recruit, before 
she was admitted to the Amizonian 
guard, took the oath of chastity, for the 
King of Siam allowed only women of 
the strictest virtue in his personal mili- 
tary service. 
The 
Amazonian corps 
wore most elaborate uniforms. A fine 
white, gold-embroidered woolen skirt 
hung down to the knees. 
Over this 
each wore a light coat of mail. The arms 
were bare. The head was covered with 
a golden helmet. At court feasts and on 
national holidays the Amazons carried 
only lances in their right hands. They 
handled these lances with all the ex- 
j^ertness 
of drum majors, twirling, 
twisting and- tossing 
them 
as they 
marched 
and countermarched before 
their 
critical sovereign. 
Generally, 
however, the Amazons carried muskets. 


The corps consisted of four companies 
of 100 Amazons each, commanded by 
female captains. Immediately after the 
death of an Amazonian commander, the 
King critically reviewed the leaderless 
division and after three days thought 
over the subject promoted the most ac- 
complished Amazon in the rank and 
file to the captaincy. Every member of 
the corps was served both at home and 
abroad by five negresses. 
The corps 
held dress parade on the parade ground 
near the capitol twice every week and 
exercised daily with the lance, the pis- 
tol, the musket and the rifle. The dis- 
cipline of the corps was unexceptionable. 
The necessity of punishing a member 
rarely occurred oftener than once a 
year. Duels, however, were frequent 
among the Amazons. 
Before a duel 
could be fought the permission to fight 
it must be obtained from the comman- 
der-in-chief. 
Swords 
were 
usually 
chosen as the weapons and) the meeting 
took ijlacc in the presence of the whole 
company to which.the challenger be- 
longed. 
An Amazon who fell in a duel 
was buried with extraordinary pomp, 
and the priest in his funeral oration 
usually recommended her to a high' 
place in Heaven in consideration of her 
bravery on the field of honor. 
The vic- 
torious duelist was congratulated by her 
comrades. She was obliged, however, 
to retire from her company 
for two 
months, 
which 
she passed inij fast- 
ing and 
praying. 
Then she was re- 
instated with high honors in the active 
service.

about a plaza, 
so 
that the houses 
form a strong 
wall of a fort. 
The 
principal house in such a settlement is 
usually that of the owner of the great 
Spanish or Mexican grant on which 
the town is built. 
This method of 
construction 
was rendered 
impera- 
tively 
necessary 
by the 
continual 
war 
made 
against 
the 
whites 
by the surrounding savage Indian tribes 
of the plain and mountains, and which 
has only ceased in the last five years. 


The Hilda!go, or wealthy Mexican of 
Spanish descent, retains all the best 
characteristics of the Spanish cavalier. 
He, is brjive, hospitable, generous, and 
one finds behind the w^alla of the great 
one-story adobe houses women who 
sustain the reputation of the beauty of 
Adalusia. 
The mines of this territory, 
once famous, fell into long disuse.

On first sight printing seems so easy 
that most every boy imagines he can 
master the whole art in a few months. 
After he begins and gets along to where 
he can deliver work that is a trifle more 
readable than "copy" and is not all off- 
set, his appetite is whetted by the 
money he has I'eceived for it from good 
natured or charitably disposed friends, 
and he imagines that all he needs in 
order to make a large fortune very 
quickly, is a larger and more expensive 
outfit. 
So the kind parent puts his 
hand into his pocket, or his name upon 
a note, and young America has his 
heart's desire. 
What then V Failure in 
almost every ease; and not only failure, 
but very often a life j^ractically thrown 
away; for the boy who has never been 
taught, and has prematurely been al- 
lowed to be his own master gets to be 
incapable of learning or doing anything 
thoroughly. 
You might just as well 
expect an old dog to learn new tricks, 
as an amateur printer, to learn to be a 
first-class workman. 


The moral of this is, that if a boy 
desires to become a printer his parents 
should put him into a printing office 
and have him taught the business regu- 
larly. 
There is just as much need for 
him to study the art of printing as there 
is for a candidate for the bar to study 
the jjrinciples of law. 
Furthermore, 
amatuer printers are an unmitigated 
nuisance, as a general thing, for they 
are not content to print for their own 
edification, but insist upon forcing their 
meretricious productions upon consum- 
ers who would prefer, if left to them- 
selves, to pay a fair price for decent 
work.—Pres« and 
Type.

HISTORY 
OE THE 
FORK. 


It seems clear enough, in the light of 
negative evidence, that the few forks 
mcluded in the silverware of the middle 
ages were not used as forks are used to- 
day. Since kitchen forks served as spits 
and for holding roasts,it is probable that 
the high-born lords and ladies of those 
times, who only appear to have pos- 
sessed these instruments, used their 
silver forks for toasting their bread at 
the breakfast room fire. There is some 
direct evidence that they were employed 
to hold substances particularly disa- 
greeable or inconvenient to handle, as 
toasted cheese, which would leave an 
unpleasant smell; or sticky sugared 
dan ties, or soft fruits, the juice of which 
would stain the fingers. 


Only one incident is related of the 
use of the fork in the nineteenth cen- 
tury fashion. 
This was by a noble of 
Byzantium who had married a doge of 
Venice, and continued in that city to 
eat after her own custom, cutting her 
meat very finely up and conveying it to 
her mouth with a two-pronged fork. 
The act was regarded in Venice, accord- 
ing to Pietrus Damiants, as a sign of 
exclusive luxury and extreme eflemin- 
acy. 
It suggests a probability that the 
fashion of eating with forks originated 
at the Imperial Court of Byzantium and 
thence extended to the West. 
Some 
hundreds of years had still to pass be- 
fore it could be domiciliated in Europe, 
for this doge's Byzantine wife lived in 
the Eleventh Century, while the fashion 
of eating with forks did not become 
general till the Seventeenth Century.— 
Chicago 
Herald.

A Leper^» RetretU 
Eatablished 
in 
ike 
vinee of New 
Brunsteiek. 


In Tracadie, a parish in the county of 
Northumberland, 
province 
of 
New 
Brunswick, is a home for lepers. 
Th® 
first case of leprosy appeared in 1828. 
In that year Ursule Landry died | of an 
unknown 
disease, supposed 
to have 
been contracted by washing the clothes 
of some Norwegian sailors. 
The sister 
who nursed Ursule and one of the men 
,who carried her coffin developed the 
disease, which also manifested itself in 
the children and the three families, and 
thus the disease spread by inoculation 
and inheritance. 
After some years it 
was discovered that the disease was lep- 
rosy, 
and in 
1844 the 
government 
turned an old quarantine building on 
Sheldrake island, at the mouth of the 
Miramichi river, into a hospital, and 
confined therein twenty of the lepers. 


At this time the lepers were forcibly 
incarcerated, 
and one can easily im- 
agine how little care would be given to 
them. 
In fact, their sufferings were 
frightful. Many escaped; some were 
recaptured, others managed to keep in 
hiding. 
In 1849 the institution was 
removed to its present location at Tra- 
cadie. 
The lepers in the hospital at 
this time numbered thirty-one, and the 
number slowly increased, for, whenever 
a new case was heard of, officers at once 
hunted it down and confined it in the 
prison, for such it was, if iron bars and 
armed guard can be said to make a 
prison, j 


After miiny years the attention of the 
Sisters of Hotel Dieu of Montreal, 
was 
called to the condition of the lepers, 
and, with the God-like charity which 
permeates these religious orders, they 
offered their 
services to the govern- 
ment for the care of the sufferers. 
The 
offer was accepted, and in 1868 the Sis- 
ters arrived in Tracadie. 
At once a 
new order was instituted; compulsory 
entrance was abolished; the windows 
were unbarred; 
cleanliness prevailed 
over filth, and kindness over severity; 
the men and women were separated and 
work provided for them; but though 
much was done, much remained to do. 
In 1880 the 
dominion 
government 
placed the whole management of the 
institution into the hands of the Sis- 
ters. 
Since then the Lazeretto has 
been made a veritable haven 
of rest, 
into which it only needs a few advising 
words from the j)riest to induce the sus- 
pected cases to enter. 


GRANT, 
LEE 
AND 
THEIR 
ARMIES, 


It is quite true that by the end of 
the campaign Grant's doggedness had 
produced a certain effect upon the Con- 
federate soldieiy. 
All acknowledged 
it. 
But what was the effect? Undoubt- 
edly they had begun to realize that, if 
the North would allow its soldiers to be 
exposed to such frightful butchery, the 
North might at that price triamph. But 
not for one moment did it modify the 
confidence of the Southern soldiery ' in 
their own great leader; and not even at 
the fatal moment'of the surrender at 
Appomattox, did a Southern soldier 
doubt that everything that any gen- 
eral could do for his army had been 
done by Lee. 
I fancy that if at Cold 
Harbor the proposal of the Irishman 
after the battle of the Boyne, "to swap 
leaders and fight it over again," could 
have been put to the two armies, there 
would not have been one hand held up 
to accept the offer. Would there have 
been none on the Northern ? I fancy 
few of the Northern generals who knew 
all the circumstances would like much 
to put the greatness of the two leaders 
to any such test. Of course, the opinion 
of armies is not always a fair one as to 
the capacity of generals. 
It is, how- 
ever, a very important element in the 
actual power and effectiveness of a gen- 
eral in command. 
In this instance the 
opinion of the hour has been confirmed 
by the careful and 'critical examination 
of many able soldiers.—Lord 
Wolseley,

Care of the Hair. 


X order to pro- 
mote the growth 
of the hair and to 
arrest its falling 
out, wetting the 
scalp freely with 
sage ten is an old- 
fashioned r e m - 
cdv, and is an ex- 
cellent one. 
The 


fault with most 
people using this 
is that they do 
not persevere ic 
it, and then con- 
There is no better 


remedy for promoting the growth of 
the hair than this old-styled one. To 
cleanse tho scalp use the yelk of an 
egg beaten in a very little water. lUib 
it well into tho scalp and let dry. 
lUnse in lukewarm water, to which has 
been added a few drops of ammonia. 
Ammonia is a goo I invigorator when 
only a little of it is used in water; but 
beware of using much, or it may in- 
tlame the scalp and do more harm than 
good. A very little borax in water is 
also excellent for cleansing the head, 
but ought to be used as carefully as 
ammonia, as too much has a tendency 
to make the hair dry and brittle. Soap 
will make the hair coarse and split it 
at the ends, conse,r|uently it ought 
never 
be 
used 
in 
washing the 


hair. 
After 
the 
hair 
has 
been 


washed 
and 
rinsed, wipe 
it 
as 


dry as possible with a towel, then 
dry it thoroughly by the fire. 
Never 


on any consideration go out into tho 
air when the hair is wet, as, the pores 
of the head being open, serious results 
may follow. Never go to bed while the 
hair is damp, but wait until it is per- 
fectly dry. Never use a sharp-toothed 
comb, for it is sure to scratch and irii- 
tate the scalp; and for this same rea- 
son metallic brushes are not to be rec- 
ommended. 


There is nothing that will improve 


the hair like, brushing. 
Use a stiff- 


bristled brush, and brush tho hair vig- 
orously until the scalp glows. 
A vig- 


orous use of the brush night and morn- 
ing, but more especially at night, will 
render tho hair soft and silky nnd give 
it a beautiful gloss. It will also make 
the coarsest hair soft and the dryost 
hair moift. 
Tho hair should always 


be taken down at night, no matter how 
elaborately it has been dressed, and 
given a thorough brushing, then parted 
behind and plaited into 
two long 


braids, which may be left loose, or if 
annoying, as it is to some to have their 
hair down at night when sleeping, they 
can be fastened in a loose mat nt tho 
back of the head with rubber hairpins.

belonged to the yellow type. 
Europe 


since the tertiary ages, has receivec 
only Allophylian whites, Finns, anc 
Aryans. 
The number of races now ex- 


isting in a pure state is exceedingly re 
strictc 1, if, indeed, there is a single om 
which can be accepted as such. For 
haps some little groups, protected bj 
their isolation, such as the Mincopies 
may show an identity of characters at 
testing their ethnic 
homogeneity.—

How great this multitude of sins may 
be, no mortal can tell, but the amount 
of evil which we may neglect to prevent 
would appall us if we could but know- 
it. 


You may think it is a little thing to 


shelter,to feed, to protect and teach and 
love a little child. You may plead your 
ambitions, your engagements and your 
cares, and say with Cain, "Am I my 
brother's keeper?" but when eternity 
unfolds its record you may see that you 
missed the opportunity of your life-time 
when you failed to win and save a little 
child. Kead the story of one neglected 
child, poor Margaret, whose history and 
progeny have been traced, as is sum- 
marized in New York T/wfo-. 


Margaret, when a little girl, perhaps 


an orphan, perhaps abandoned by her 
parents, ,was left adrift in one of the 
villages of the Upper Hudson. 
There 


was no almshouse in the place, but she 
was a subject of outdoor relief, prob- 


Lr^' 
ably receiving occasionally food and 
clothing from, the officials, but never 
educated, and never kindly sheltered in 
a home. She became the mother of a 
long race of criminals and paupers, aud 
her progeny has cursed the country 
ever since. 
The county records show- 


two hundred of her descendants who 
have been criminals. In one single 
generation of her unhappy line • there 
were twenty children; of these three 
died hi infancj-, and seventeen survived 
to maturity. Of the seventeen, nine 
served in the State prisons for high 
crimes an aggregate term of fifty years, 
while the others were frequent inmates 
of jails and penitentiaries and alms- 
houses. 


Of the 623 descendants from this un- 


happy girl who was left on the village 
streets and abandoned in childhood, a 
great number have been idiots, im- 
beciles, drunkards, lunatics, paupers. 
and prostitutes,, but 200 of the more 
vigorous aie on record as criminals. It 
is estimated that this neglected child 
has thus cost the county authorities, in 
the effects she has transmitted, at least 
$100,000 in the expense and care of 
criminals and panpors, besides tho un- 
told damage she has inflicted on prop- 
erty aud public morals. 


When we think of tho multitude of 


wretched beings she has left upon tho 
«arth; of the suffering, degradation, 
ignorance and crime that one child has 
tints transmitted; of t&e evil that the 


PAKK. 


The surveillance of the Park is in the 


hands of the military, and in good hands 
too. The present Superintendent is 
Capt. Eoutcllc of the First Cavalry, 
who succeeded Capt. Harris, at the be- 
ginning of the season. Under the old 
system a civic Superintendent and nine 
assistants were supposed to look after a 
tract of country nearly half as largo as 
the State of Massachusetts, and not 
only prevent tourists from carrying 
nw ay tho geyser and hot spring forma- 
tions, but also to "round up" the hunt- 
ers aud trappers, who would do much 
to deplete the National reserve of its 
noble £"ame unless prevented. There 
was never anything like a proper patrol 
of the Park until it was placed under 
military control. 
Every citizen who 


desires to see the Park wonders pre- 
served should rejoice in Capt. Boutellc's 
appointment. With the aid of two com- 
panies of cavalry, one of which is sta- 
tioned at Mammoth Hot Springs and 
the other at the Lower Geyser Basin, 
small detachments being placed at the 
other tourist centers, the regulations 
made by the Interior Department have 
been efficiently enforced, aud in a man- 
ner acceptable to the public. 


Some persons there may be who have 


taken umbrage because they were not 
permitted to despoil the geysers and 
springs of their beautiful deposits, but 
every fair-minded person cannot but re- 
joice that the rules against caring 
away specimens are strictly and im- 
partially carried out. Capt. Bomas of 
the First Cavalry, the second in com- 
mand, 
is, like 
Capt. 
Boutelle, a 


thorough ollicer and a thorough gentle- 
man. The soldiers are an aid to tour- 
ists, not a menance, and while carefully 
guarding the formations from vandalism, 
are excellent guides. 


So carefully is the "no shooting" 


regulation enforced that much of the 
game is becoming quite tame. While I 
was riding over the Trout Creek route 
a few days since two beautiful deer ap- 
peared by the roadside and remained 
there, evidently without fright, while 
my wagon was driven by. There are 
thousands of elk, a few buffalo—per- 
haps three hundred—mountain sheep, 
antelope, bears and other game within 
the Park enclosure. The buffalo are 
seldom seen, bul are known to exist in 
the eastern and southern parts of the 
Park.—Boston Journal. 


COOSTUY, 


It is true enough that when the rustic 


cousin comes to visit his city relatives 
he is apt to be very simple, and to show 
ignorance of the city ways and city in- 
stitutions, which seems to the urban 
friends a proof of utter mental vacuity; 
but it is equally true that when the time 
arrives for a return of the visit, the city 
relatives, if they did but know it, show 
quite as profound a lack of knowledge 
of rural affairs, and one even more in- 
excusable. 
Nobody nowadays is so dull 


as to suppose that honey is milked from 
the bees as milk from cows, that tur- 
nips and pumpkins grow on trees, and 
that roosters lay eggs; but still there is 
a sufficient ignorance to give the coun- 
try people as good a chance to smile on 
their own territory at the "greenness" 
of their visitors, as the latter have when 
rusticity comes to town. 


Nothing is at once more ignorant and 


more helpless than the cockney turned 
loose and dependent upon his own re- 
sources in the country, and that the 
country people laugh at him is the 
legitimate result of his inevitable blun- 
ders. 
He is seldom quite so dull as 


the city bread domestic, who is repre- 
sented as leaving her candle burn all 
night, because, having been accustomed 
to gas all her life, she did not, as she 
explained to her mistress next morning, 
''know how to turn it out;'1 but in a 
thousand ways he displays his inability 
to cope with the difficulties of the situa- 
tion. His standards no longer serve 
him, and when once a man is out adrift 
from his standards, he is entirely at the 
mercy of circumstances. 


In the case of either the cockney or 


the rustic there is no blame to be at- 
tached to a want of knowledge of things 
which have been outside of the circle of 
his experience. The one who frankly 
confesses his ignorance, and puts him- 
self in the attitude of one who is ready 
to learn, has no further trouble. 
It is 


in the endeavor to appear to be master 
of a situation which is really too strong 
for one that the absurdity lies. 
One 


may be helpless by the force of circum- 
stances: if he is also ridiculous it is his 
own fault.—Boston Courier.

The arms 
were bare. The head was covered with 
a golden helmet. At court feasts and on 
national holidays the Amazons carried 
only lances in their right hands. They 
handled these lances with all the ex- 
pertness 
of drum majors, twirling, 


twisting and- tossing them 
as they 


marched and countermarched before 
their critical sovereign. 
Generally, 


however, the Amazons carried muskets. 


The corps consisted of four companies 


of 100 Amazons each, commanded by 
female captains. Immediately after the 
death of an Amazonian commander, tile 
King critically reviewed the leaderless 
division and after three days thought 
over the subject promoted the most ac- 
complished Amazon in the rank and 
file to the captaincy. Every member of 
the corps was served both at home and 
abroad by five n egresses. The corps 
held dress parade on the parade ground 
near the capital twice every week and 
exercised daily with the lance, the pis- 
tol, the musket and the rifle. The dis- 
cipline of the corps was unexceptionable. 
The necessity of punishing a member 
rarely occurred oftener than once a 
year. Duels, however, were frequent 
among the Amazons. Before a duel 
could be fought the permission to tight 
it must be obtained from the commaii- 
der-in-chief. 
Swords 
were usually 


chosen as the weapons and] the meeting 
took place in the presence of the whole 
company to which.the challenger be- 
longed. An Amazon who fell in a duel 
was buried with extraordinary pomp, 
and the priest in his funeral oration 
usually recommended her to a high1 


place in Heaven in consideration of her 
bravery on the field of honor.

torious duelist was congratulated by her 
comrades. She was obliged, however, 
to retire from her company for two 
months, which she passed iuij fast- 
ing and praying. Then she was re- 
instated with high honors in the active 
service.

So the kind parent puts his 
hand into his pocket, or his name upon 
a note, and young America has his 
heart's desire. What then? Failure in 
almost every case; and not only failure, 
but very often a, life practically thrown 
away; for the boy who has never been 
taught, and has prematurely been al- 
lowed to be his own master gets to be 
incapable of learning or doinj* anything 
thoroughly. 
You might just as well 


expect an old dog to learn new tricks, 
as an amateur printer, to learn to be a 
first-class workman. 


The moral of this is, that if a be;, 


desires to become a printer his parents 
should put him into a printing office 
ami haA e him taught the business regu- 
larly.

It seems clear enough, in the light of 


negative evidence, that the few forks 
included in the silverware of the middle 
ages were not used as forks are used to- 
day. Since kitchen forks served as spits 
and for holding roasts,it is probable that 
the high-born lords and ladies of those 
times, who only appear to have pos- 
sessed these instruments, used their 
silver forks for toasting their bread at 
the breakfast room fire. There is some 
direct evidence that they were employed 
to hold substances particularly disa- 
greeable or inconvenient to handle, as 
toasted cheese, which would leave an 
unpleasant smell; or sticky sugared 
dauties, or soft fruits, the juice of which 
would stain the lingers. 


Only one incident is related of the 


use of the fork in the nineteenth cen- 
tury fashion. This was by a noble of 
Byzantium who had married a doge of 
Venice, and continued in that city to 
eat after her own custom, cutting her 
meat very finely up and conveying it to 
her mouth with a two-pronged fork. 
The act was regarded in Venice, accord- 
ing to Pietrus Damiauts, as a sign of 
exclusive luxury aud extreme effemin- 
acy. It suggests a probability that the 
fashion of eating with forks originated 
at the Imperial Court of Byzantium and 
thence extended to the West.

hundreds of years had still to pass be- 
fore it could be domiciliated in Europe, 
for this doge's Byzantine wife lived in 
the Eleventh Century, while the fashion 
of eating with forks did not become 
general till the Seventeenth Century.—

In Tracadie, a parish in the county of

The 


first case of leprosy appeared in IS^S. 
In that year Ursule Landry died (of an 
unknown disease, supposed to have 
been contracted by washing the clothes 
of some Noiwegian sailors. The sister 
who imr.-ed Ursulo and one of the men 
v\ho carried her coffin developed the 
disease, which also manifested itself in 
the childien and the three families, and 
thus the disease .spread by inoculation 
and inheritance. 
After some years it 


was discovered that the disease was lep- 
rosy, 
aud in 
Ib4-l the government 


turned an old quarantine building on 
Sheldrake island, at tins mouth of the 
Miiamichi liver, into a hospital, and 
confined therein twenty of the lepers. 


At this time the lepers were forcibly 


incaieeratcd, and one can easily im- 
agine how little care would be given to 
them. In fact, 
their sufferings were 


frightful. 
Many escaped; some were 


recaptured, others managed to keep in 
hiding. In IS-1'J the institution was 
removed to it.s present location at Tra- 
eadio. The lepers in the hospital at 
this time numbered thirty-one, and the 
number ^low ly increased, for, whenever 
a new case was heard of. officers at once 
hunted it down and confined it in the 
prison, for .such it was, if iron bars and 
armed guard can be said to make a 
prison. | 


After many years the attention of the 


Sisters of Hotel Dieu of Montreal, was 
failed to the condition of the lepers, 
and, with the God-li!;e charity which 
permeates these religions orders, they 
offered their 
.-ervieus to the govern- 


ment for the care of the sufferers. 
The 


offer was accepted, and in 18tW the Sis- 
ters arrived in Traeadie. At once a 
new order was instituted; compulsory 
entrance was abolished; the windows 
were ui<barred; cleanliness prevailed 
over filth, and kindness over severity; 
the men and women were separated and 
work provided for them; but though 
much was done, much remained to do. 
In 1880 the 
dominion 
government 


placed the whole management of the 
institution into the hands of the Sis- 
ters. Since then the Lazeretto has 
been made a veritable haven of rest, 
into which it only needs a few advising 
w ord? from the priest to induce the sus- 
pected cases to enter.
